MISSIONARY 1. L. BLAYLOGK WRITES
 FAOM CHIRA

Tai An Fu, Shantung, China
Octobor 21, 1921, °

Dear Frierds:

Just a few days ago

we returged from s 14 ‘days trip

among the towns and villages in

-

and thare we hm 8 few Ghrl_s
tans.

We 'bad planned to start on
this trip puch earlier, but on ac-
count of Jateé rains and conse-
quently bad roads, it was the 3rd
of October when Brother Farro-
way, Abernethy and myself got
our wheel-barrows loaded upand
off for the country. The barrows
had a load, (for such roads as we
had fo go over) of our bedding
and supplies, so that we hoped
for little riding along the way
nnd we did less than I expected.
I rode some on my two-man bar-
row but the other brethren walk-
ed the entjre round excepta time
or two Mr. Abernethy balapced
the wheel with me for a short
distance, We were in a section
far out from the railroad and out
of sight of everything that look-
ed like outside or,western civill-
eation, but imagine my surprise
when two days journey from
home, to hear the whistle of an
lepginé at noon. ] asked ‘what
this meant and the Chinese told
me that it was the sound of tbe
noon whistle at some coal mine
not far away. This whistle was
truly like a voice in the wilder,
ness, and made up feel like after
all we were not so far from home.
China abounds in coal, and in the
region we were traveling in there
are several mines, but only this
one that I know of is being work-
ed. The pull over who shall have
the most profit from it the local
officials or the mines keeps the
mines in this region from being
worked to a great extent.

When I was through here in
June the people were extremely
busy with wheat harvest; this
time they were very busy with
bean and peanut harvest. They
grow quantities of beans and
peanuts. The oil business in
this country is & tremendous one
which is the produact of beansand
peanuts. When I first came to
China it was & rare thing to see a
peanut except the small native
ones, now the little peanut is a
thing of tlie past, and the big
western ones are almostthe chief
product of this region. Too, in
some places I saw ou~ rank, tall
American cotton growing, but
on account of the excessive rains
this year the bolls of the cotton
failed to ripean. But ere long this
new cotton will take the place of
the old shrobby kind. I saw fine
tobacco along the way. More and
more they are raising it for home
use and for making cigarettes.
This Jand is now being more and
more cursed with the cigarette
habit. The motto of the Ameri-
can Tobacco Company is a “cig-

arette in every Chinamans mouth
And this with English and. Chi.
nese companies are sowing the
land down with thls vile weed

as Irish potatoes, sweet pota-
toes, Irish potatoes, coal oil, ete.,
which come here from abroad
All of these things she re.
ceives gladly, both the good and
the bad alike, but how slow, how
slow to receive our Christ! She
knows fo recejve the good and re
ject theevil, but she 18 too weak
to reject.the bad and too proud
to receive the Eternal God, Christ
the Bavior. Asa graduate of St,
John's Cellege, in Shanghai, once
sald tome: "Give us your pro-
duce, your skill, your medicine,
but we do not want your Christ.”
China has‘ already rejected our
Christ, t.he Savior of the world,
the son of God, too long for her
good, and never were the official
and upper classes more fully de-
termined to reject Him thannow.
His name is hooted &t by many
of these,.and by most all treated
Indifferently, if not with con-
tempt. But so it has ever been,
“Ye see your calling, brethren,
how that not many wise men af-
ter the flesh, not many mighty,
not many noble are called.” But
the poor favor the gospel preach-
ed unto them, and here, as else-
where, God is gathering out his
people, and on this trip we had
the joy of receiving seven con-
verts and having Brother Aber-
nethy bury them in baptism; agd
there were others that we had to
turn down for®he present. At
our first stop we spent a couple
of days with a little band of con-
verts where we recei;ed one man.
From there we walked through
the hills about eight or ten miles
on Saturday to a village of a few
families . where we have a little
place of worship and a larger
group of christians. Here"we had
& very enjoyable time till Mon-
day morning and baptized three
men. While there I called to mind
the first bapti$m in that out-of-
the way hill region, about eight
years ago. Then I baptized four-
teen and since others have been
received from time to time, and
some of them first received have
fallen away; others have fallen a-
sleep in Christ and still others
ure faithful. Our host at this
place is one of the first to be bap-
tized and it is due to his zeal and
earnestness that the work there
goes. forward. He has built quite
a good sized school house, which
is also the house of worship at
that place.
like this who will shoulderthe
work of the Lord for themselves.
Monday morning we started
out, all afoot, for our next sta.
tion over ten miles away. A good
part of the way our path led over
& mountain that noteven an emp-
ty wheelbarrow could be push:
ed. Bo some of the christians of
the t)wn wasra xye ware Sunday
carried our bedding in the Chi-
neea way, tied to the end of car-
rying poles. across this moun-
tain and the empty wheelbar
rows were carried between- two
men until wereached road over
which they could be pushed by
men. While the climb over this
mountain madg us quite tired, it
was worth it, for the view of the
mounntains, hills and valleys we
had from itacrest. If these moun-
tains bad been covered with for-
est, as they evidently once were,
in ths long. agd, we could easi-
ly have imagined ourselves in the

We need more men’

The future of our town now
depends on the discarding of in-
fantile business methods: Our
business men know the past and
present of our town but never
for one instant do they considér
that towns at some time grow in-
to cities. But thru a lack of co-
operation, . in its true sense,
(which excludes no’ business. in-/
terests) it seems that the larger
business houses of our town are.
at this time offering little assist-
ance in the building of our city
to be, and we fear that this little
word co-operation is the -stumb-
ling block. "Many businéss men
of the town when approached oh

the subject of a bit of advertisingi

throw up their hands in apparent
utter despair and say TIMES
ARE TOO HARD! ‘with  miuch
emphasison the hard, when to
our way of looking they feel that
our sheet is not good enbugh to
advertise a low grade of Italian
spaghetti. But how can we
make improvements without co-
operation, how can the town im-
prove without the hearty co-opex-
ation of all. So, with interests
that go farther than our own
front doors lets look tothefuture;
tear up the deck, and stand a new
deal, and with the cards of real
business in your “lunch hooks”
don't be afraid to open the pot
for we'll all be winners. The
only wild card in the deck is AD-

“Land of the Sky” among our
own glorious mountains of Wes-
tern North Carolina. Butat pres-
ent the contrast is very marked,
forin addition to barrenness on
thefe- we were in view of many
walled peaks, fortresses of ref-
uge, provided for the people to
flee to during the Tai Ping Re-
bellion of about fifty years ago.
Just befere us, looking to the
north-east, there were turrets or
pinnacles_which looked as if they
might have ,been hewn out by
hand. This reminded us of the
pinnaclke on Pilot mountain, N. C.
While the world is all much alike
it.abounds in beautiful and ever-
interesting variety.

It was two o'clock and after
before we found aninn or any
place to have our lunch, but we
had an unusuvally good dinner for
dinner for a country trip that
day. It was the 10th day of Oc-
tober and my birth day. Brother
Laraway and Brother Abernethy
had sent inone of our wheel-
barrow men with mail and for
the mail, and arranged for him
to overtake us by the morning of
the 10th. This seemed to have
been an understanding that I
knew nothing about so that my
wife could prepare a cake and
chicken for the occasion. So we
had a cake, chicken, home-made
tomato soup, in addition to our
regular Chinese vegetable dinner
We were all well prepared for it,
and enjoyed it to the fullest and
the brethren said they could wish
me a birthday often. Though it
was in & trashy inn court and
houses not equal to an ordinary
barn, we celebrated and enjoyed
it, for what we did not have in
the way of outward comfort was
more than made up by joy of be
ing about our master's husiness.

It was about night when waar-
rived at our destination a large
market town, where we have
another band of believers, Here
we spent two nights and a day,
preached io the markets, exami
ned some for baptism, but did
not receive any,

Our next journey was about
17 miles walk out of this hill sec-
tion across a hill into another
connty still among the hills.
